SEVENTH ANNUAL MEET

Large Crowd Present at the

Toler Last Night

In the seventy annual Intercollegiate
debate between Fairmount College and
the Southwestern Kansas College of Win-fiel- d,

held at the Auditorium last night,
Fairmount won by one point. The judges
"Were J. X). Millikin, of McPherson; J. H.
Hill, of Empdria, and T. "V. Conway, of
Alva, O. T. Out of sixty-thre-e points
Fairmount received thirty-tw-o and the
Southwest Kansas College thirty-on-e.

--ioout 600 people attenaea the contest,
and a more enthusiastic gathering of
college jpeoplo has not been seen in the
history of this cityr College yells were
the first real indications of college spirit.
The inevitable will out, and when the
house was divided and Fairmount stu-
dents, admirers and Tooters were placed
on one side and the "Winlield College on
the other, the antagonism indigenous to
college life found vent.. The 4,Eruh, Eruh,
Eruh. Eruh, "Winlield, Winfield, Rah, Itah,
Ruh,'' of the visitors was equally ss no-

ticeable as the "Rah, Rah, Rah," of the
Fnirmounters.

At 8:30 o'clock President George F. Cook
of the Southwest Kansas College of Win-fiel- d,

was introduced as the presiding
officer for the evening. Mr. Cook made
a few opening remarks, stating that in

filx. contests these colleges had met and
wjr'that out of the six debates each of the.

4f schools had won three victories. lie also
stated the question to be debated and then
introduced Rev. A. P. Soland, who offered
a brief prayer.

By this stage each college had its leader
In front of their crowds and the purple
of the Winfield college and the orange of
Fairmount were floated high and flung
about to the hearts" content of the stu-

dents. The familiar old song, "Oh, Fair-moun- t,

Oh, Fairmount," etc., sung by
the Winfield students was cheered and
created a great deal of laughter. They
sung in such a pitiful strain that it would
seem to be saddening to their rivals. But
Fairmount, with its staying qualities and
cunning in times of emergency, got back
at the visitors with an .equally derishc
and unmerciful anthem which would seem
likewise effective in discouraging most
anyone.

All kinds of noises were indulged in by
the crowds of students, and numerous
hisses and actions bordering close on to
the fisticuff style of settling differences
were in order. As is usually to be heard
and seen at te .contests of
whatever nature the remarlts uttered by
both sides of the house were many of
them almost ridiculous. '

President Cook announced, after calling
order, that the Women's Glee club of
Fairmount College, would entertain the
audience with a song, which was done
with success. At the close of the song
the audience showed its appreciation of
the club by applaudingvlong and loudly.
The club then sung an encore which was
fully as worthy as the liVst number.

The question which i4was debated is an
one. It was: "Resolved,

That combinations of capital, commonly
called trusts, are detrimental to the public
welfare." The speakers were as follows:
Fairmount, Hiss Sellers,' Ir. Foster and
Mr. Kelson, who had the affirmative, and

, Winfield, Mr. Whitnon, Mr. Felton and
ft.Mr. Hoff, who had the negative. The

lebaters occupied opposite sides of the
yfftage, and .were seated in chairs which

were decorated with college colors purple
and orange respectively. Midway between
the contestants sat President Cook, and
to the front of the stage was a table from
the side of which the debaters orated.

The first speaker for the affirmative
was Mr. Foster. lie was greeted by Fair-moun-

yell. Mr. Foster proceeded im-
mediately to lay the catie before the
"honorable judges" with the strategy and
shrewdness of a lawyer. Mr. Foster con-

tended that the trusts were harmful to
the masses in many ways, and sustained
his assertions by numerous allusions to
the present existence of the industrial
and economic situation. lie dwelt on fig-

ures and brought out some interesting
statistics concerning the pj;st history of
the trusts. His argument was presented

in a calm, judicious manner. Upon clos-
ing he was presented with a large and
beautiful ttpuquet of flowers by the Fair- -
mount side of the house, and was ap-

plauded Continuously.
After Fairmoynfs yell had ceased.

President Cook announced the first
speaker on the negative side, who was
Mr. Whitnon. This gentleman approach-
ed his subject matter like a Roman, and
certainly demonstrated that he was not
without some previous experience along
the line of debates.

He frequently referred to the affirma-
tive side in his talk, and, in the mean-
while, brought out some excellent facts
and points for the negative. Although it
could plainly be seen that a majority of
the audience were anti-tru- st believers at
heart, Mr. Whitnon faced the situation
bravely, yith .both sides of the stage
bearing large portraits of William R.
Hearst, having been placed there for the
recent Democratic convention, who is
such a determined trust fighter, and with
the crowd believing that the trusts are
really detrimental to the country, this
young man stood there and presented
points for the negative which had its in-

fluence and came near to gaining for
Winfield the honors of the occasion.

The next debater was Miss Sellers, who
did her part toward winning the honors
for the affirmative side. Miss Sellers-delivere- d

her points in a style which was
cheered and cheered by her side of the
house. She dished out to the audience
and the judges such a string of statistics
and figures pertaining to the trusts that
it would have required six mathemati-
cians all night to have solved them. But
this had its effect. Miss Sellers was not
frustrated in the t, and in a womanly
manner spoke with all the fervor and
strength she could master for her side
and for her college. She received Jhe
hearty plaudits of the' audience at the
close of her speech.

The president then introduced Mr. Fel-
ton on the negative side. Whether or
not the audience was expecting it is a
question to the skeptical, but Mr. Felton
of Winfield deserves the credit .of being
one of the best orators on the program.
His voice was strong and melodious. For
a young man, lie possesses more natural
ability for public speaking than is com-
monly displayed at so early a stage in
life.

Mr. Felton spoke plainly and brought
out many good facts, and notwithstand-
ing that he had been preceded by one
speaker on the negative side who had
spoken quite fully on the best points, he
uttered a solid phalanx of facts that won
for his side much admiration and influence
among the judges. He, too, was given
a -- large bouquet at the close of his
speech. The cheering was also very en-

couraging to him, as it was to the first
speaker on the negative. Both sides were
applauded frequently.

Two speakers on each side having
spoken, the audience was ready to listen
to something along a little, different line.
President Cook then 'arose and stated
that Miss Caroline Williams of the South-
west Kansas college would sing a solo.
Miss Williams received an abundance of
applause as she went onto, the stage.
She was encored. This was one of the
most enjoyable .features of the evening
and was highly appreciated by all in at-

tendance.
Following this the third speaker for

the affirmative, Mr. Xelson, was intro-
duced. He also deserves the commenda-
tion of all and will doubtless get bis just
share of praise for winning the debate.

One of the most impressive points that
Mr. Nelson presented, and Vhicli was
shown to be unanimously accepted by
the audience was his glowing tribute to
President Roosevelt. He eulogized the
great magistrate of litis country to such
an extent that the opponents were as-

tounded in an attempt to recover lost
ground in rebutting his argument. Re-

gardless of the substance of his argu-
ment, the name of Roosevelt carried with
it suflicienV weight to influence a whole
jury, were it necessary. He also was
cheered many times.

The next speaker was Mr. Hoff, who
tried to take up the standard for the neg-

ative side and carry it through to vic-
tory. He was humorous in many of his
assertions and said several very comical
things which brought the audience down
to laughter. As a last resort, he spoke
of the beautiful homes of Wichita and
made an endeavor to show that the resi-

dences of the common lRborer who is in
ordinary circumstances were as fine as
those of the wealthier. He compared the J

present condition in this city to ten years
ago and made quite a hit on this one
point. Many cheers greeted Mr. Hon".

Flvo minutes were then taken up by
Mr. Kelson in a rebuttal for the allirma-tiv- e.

His remarks were chiefly along
the lines of showing up to the judges the
many points his side had brought out.
At times he became so enthusiastic that
he could hardly bring out. his sentences
which added strength to his assertions.

The nxt five minutes wore given to
Mr. Whitnon, who made the closing re-

marks for the negative. He summarized
all the argument his side had presented
and performed the task in a very pleas-
ing manner.

While the deei.-io-n of the judges was
being waited for, the Men's Glee dubl
or Fairmount entertained tne auuience.
They were encored and received an up-

roar of applause in appreciation of 'their
work.

Then as President Cook stepped to the
front of the stage and announced that the
judges were ready to report, the audience
whs in a suspense and stillness prevailed.
The boisterous college yells which had
a few moments before almost deafened
the audience were stilled. Every one was
guessing as to results. When Mr. Mill!-ka- n

was introduced the fall of a pin
could have been heard ia any part of
the house. But the moment he finished,
"and in behalf of the other judges I wish
to state that Fairmount has been given
one more point than the Southwest Kan-

sas college out of sixty-thre-e points," the
audience went wild. For several minutes
the "Rah: rah! rah!" of Fairmount

throughout the corridors of the
auditorium.

When attention could be secured. Pres-
ident Cook stated that a reception woVii
be tendered the Winfield delegation im-

mediately at the Plymouth church. At

JUDGE OVERRULES

THREE MOTIONS

Objections of Defense Are Not

Sustained

SECOND TRIAL ARSON CASE

Call Issued For Twenty Jury- -
- men,

Thcksecond trial in the case of the State
versus S. M. Stevens, for attempted arson,
was commenced in the district court yes-

terday morning. The morning session
was taken up with the argument of three
motions offered by Adams & Adams, for
the defense, but which were finally over-

ruled by Judge Wilson. The afternoon
session was taken up with the examina-

tion of the jury.
The first motion filed when the case

was called was to withdraw the charge
of "not guilty" "which the defendant had
made in the case ahd file a motion for
abatement. The defense confendsd that
the complaint that w;as filed, in the case
was in error and that in the complaint
of the insurance companjes that St6vens
was charged with tempting to defraud
were mentioned in one place as insurance!
companies and in another as corpora-
tions.

The next motion made was to quash and
set aside the information and dismiss the
case; also to release the defendant e

grounds of error in both the warrant and
the information.

After these motions had been argued
and finally overruled, the defendant filed
a motion for a continuance, stating that
several, material witnesses for the de-

fense were not in the city at present. Two
of these witnesses, it is claimed by the
defense, would testify to the fact that
they saw Mr. Stevens and another man
get off of the car at the corner of Main
and First streets on the nigh of Janu-
ary 1, 1903. Another witness, who for-

merly was in the employ of Mrs. Stevens,
would testify that there were only two
keys to the store, and that one was car-

ried by Mrs. Stevens and the other by
one of the employes.

The argument of this last motion ex-

tended into the afternoon session", and
when it was overruled by the court, the
work of empaneling the jury was com-

menced. This examination will possibly
continue through the greater part of to-

day, and it is thought that the evidence
will not be begun until Monday.

The case is one in which Mr. Stevens
is charged with attempting to burn his
wife's millinery establishment for the
purpose of defrauding the insurance com-

panies. The first trial took place in Feb-

ruary, 3904, and resulted in a hung jury.
there being six in favor of acquittal and
si in favor of conviction.
